Writer 'Walks' 


Across Thames 


LONDON—(ZP)—A British Peer 
tried to walk across the Thames 
today the way the Romans used to 
do. He wound up swimming, but 
finished the trip in 17 minutes. 
Lord Noel-Buxton, 35-year-old 
poet, politician and bird-watcher, 
emerged from the river 
at 
the 
north end of Westminster Bridge 
and explained to reporters: 
“There was much more w ater 
than I expected. Of course, it has 
been raining." 
Noel-Buxton undertook the walk 
as part of his research for a forth­ 
coming book on the topography of 
London. He wanted to confirm a 
theory that the early Roman con­ 
querors of the British Isles used 
to ford the Thames at W estmin­ 
ster. 
The young peer is six feet three 
inches tall. According to his fig­ 
ures the river at ebb tide would be 
five feet three inches deep at the 
site of the old ford. 
He had walked about 30 yards 
when suddenly he vanished be­ 
neath the surface. He popped up 
again amid a fresh burst of cheers, 
doing what looked like a fair A u­ 
stralian crawl. For the rest of the 
270-yard crossing he rarely touch­ 
ed bottom.

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City Often Is Forced To Get 
Into Real Estate Business 
T 
HE 
Escanaba city council at its last city had special assessment liens. In the 
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Merry-Go-Round 
Look—No Hands! 


meeting discussed at some length the 
problem of city-owned real estate. 
The 
councilmen agreed in principle that the 
city should get out of the real estate busi­ 
ness. 
Actually, it is impractical if not impossi­ 
ble for a city—any city—to get out of the 
real estate business if by that term you 
mean that a city should never own any 
property which it may m ake available to 
others for a rental. 
Most persons, we believe, will agree that 
a municipality should not be in the real 
estate business if it can be avoided. How ­ 
ever, there are situations which virtually 
compel a city to acquire real estate which 
the city does not desire. Also there are oth­ 
er situations in which the city’s best inter­ 
est may be 
protected by acquiring real 
estate, even though the city may not have 
any immediate public use for the property 
involved. In this case, the city must either 
let the property remain idle or m ake the 
best of an otherwise unhappy situation and 
offer it for private use on a rental basis. 
T ake the case of the airport development 
program, for instance. The city was forced 
to purchase property it did not w ant be­ 
cause the land contained obstructions to 
low flying aircraft. Unable to have the ob­ 
structions removed without purchasing the 
property, the city was forced to buy the 
property. In most, if not all of these cases, 
the city was able to resell the property aft­ 
er the obstructions were removed. But sup­ 
pose that conditions w ere such that the 
property could not be sold at a fair price 
but could be rented at a fair rental. In such 
a case, common sense would indicate that 
the city’s best interest would be to rent the 
property • until such tim e as it could be 
sold at a fair price. 
In the depression years the city acquired 
some parcels of real estate upon which the 


Favors Decontrolling 
Every Industry^ 
S 
HORTLY after form er Governor Arnall 
became fhe nation’s new price stabiliz­ 
er. he said on a radio program. “ I favor de­ 
controlling every industry as fast as it can 
be done without hurting the country.” 
He 
emphasized his point by adding, 
‘‘I hope 
we can soon do away with all controls—the 
quickei the better.” 
T hat is a refreshing point ot view—par­ 
ticularly in light of the fact that past OPS 
policy has been to seek m ore and more 
power, and more 
and 
more 
controls, 
w hether there was any justification for 
them or not. This has, in case after case, 
discouraged and disrupted the normal, ef­ 
ficient processes of production and m anu ­ 
facturing. Equally im portant, it has 
seri­ 
ously in te rfe re d with the normal func­ 
tioning of distribution. Retailers of every 
kind and size have protested O PS high­ 
handed policies and rulings. In some in­ 
stances, OPS has actually threatened wide­ 
spread destruction of retailing as we know 
it. This was especially evident when OPS 
tried to subject retailing to profit control 
by demanding that stores absorb cost in­ 
creases about which they could do nothing. 
Only action by Congress prevented OPS 
from bludgeoning ahead in this direction. 
The head of one of A m erica’s productive 
companies recently said, ‘‘The whole re­ 
corded history of man is strewrn with the 
wreckage of the great civilizations which 
have crum bled under price controls; 
and 
in 40 centuries of hum an experience there 
has never been—so far as I can discover— 
a single case wrhere such 
controls 
have 
stopped, or even curbed for long, the forces 
of inflation. On the contrary, in every in­ 
stance I can find, they have discouraged 
production, created shortages, and aggra­ 
vated the very evils they were intended to 
cure.” 
That 
happened in ancient Rome and. 
over the centuries, in England. France, and 
elsewhere. It can also happen here. 


forced sale of these properties the city bid 
the real estate in for the amount of the 
special assessment liens. As a result the 
city owned some real estate. Some of it un­ 
doubtedly was placed on the rental market 
because of inability to sell then at a price 
that would nave prevented a financial loss. 
At the present time the city owns prop­ 
erty in the 300 block of Ludington Street 
which was acquired with the objective of 
providing a site for a state office building. 
The objective is one which residents of Es­

The city, of course, should not wilfully 
and deliberately get into the real estate 
business as such when it can be avoided. 
Neither should the city decide to stay out 
ot the real estate business 
at 
any 
cost. 
There are times when getting in the real 
estate business is the lesser of two evils for 
a municipality. 


Yes, There Is Gold, 
Indeed, In Grass 


/^»RASS Is Gold! 
That is the dramatic 
^ 
slogan of an ex ten siv e grasslands pro­ 
gram which is sponsored by the Portland, 
Oregon, Chamber of Commerce. The wnole 
idea, based solidly on practical experience 
and scientific knowledge, is that one of the 
greatest opportunities for agricultural im ­ 
provement lies in growing more grass and 
better grass. 
As part of this undertaking, the Portland 
Chamber has awarded prizes to ‘‘grassmen 
of the year” in Oregon, Washington 
and 
Idaho. The results these men and others 
have obtained from scientific management 
of the grasslands are outstanding. One of 
them doubled his production in eight years, 
in addition to carrying on a four-year grass 
improvement program that w’ill soon pro­ 
vide feed for IO to 15 times as many cat­ 
tle as could be supported before. Another 
brought 3200 acres of badly 
overgrazed 
range land back 
into 
full 
production 
tnrough proper grass management 
and > 
other conservation techniques. Still others 
have done as well. As the Portland Oregon­ 
ian observed, 
“There’s gold, indeed, in 
grass.” 
The fact that an urban Chamber of 
Commerce has sponsored the work is sig­ 
nificant. Generally speaking, these cham­ 
bers are primarily concerned with seeking 
new factories and other industrial devel­ 
opment. But the Portland Chamber real­ 
izes that the welfare of industry and of the 
cities depends in the long run upon the 
w elfare of the farmer and of the rural dis­ 
tricts. 
The Grass Is Gold movement has the ac­ 
tive support of many elements. Federal, 
state, and university agronomists, forest­ 
ers. and soil conservation 
experts 
serve 
on committees. The Union Pacific Railroad, 
long an aggressive force for better farming, 
has played an important role. This railroad 
operates an Agricultural Improvement Car 
which tours its region and is the center of 
broad discussions of agricultural problems, 
and the grasslands program has been em ­ 
phasized. 
The Grass Is Gold idea can be profitably 
applied to every 
agricultural 
state 
and 
area. 
It represents a great and inviting 
challenge to the farmer.

That's what especially worries the Taft 
backers. They know that the strategy of 
Ike's friends will be to put as many votes 
as possible behind Governor Warren. 
They also know that if Taft can’t poll an 
impressive victory in a state where he has 
Joe McCarthy, Chairman 
Tom 
Coleman 
and the entire Republican machine behind 
him, then the jig is about up at the Chi­ 
cago convention.

S usan’s message to the youth of Russia 
reads: 
“There is an empty chair in my class­ 
room. 
“Could > ou occupy it for a day, per­ 
haps out of the round of recitation and the 
companionship of seeking for knowledge, 
you could hear the voice

speaking. It would not force you to listen. 
It would come as a whisper from within, 
becoming louder only as you sought to in ­ 
terpret its meaning.

Gulf Stream Is 
Sea Highway 


WASHINGTON, D. C. — Nine 
American oil tankers have been 
systematically recharting one of 
the nation’s busiest ocean high­ 
ways, the coastal passage between 
Key West and Cape Hatteras. 
New evidence has been found 
that the Gulf Stream, warm indi­ 
go-blue river in the sea, does not 
hold to a single course. The Navy 
Hydrographic Office, on its latest 
pilot chart issued to mariners, re­ 
veals that the current regularly 
meanders hundreds of miles in 
mysterious tune to the seasons and 
the tides. 
Since the days of the Spanish 
explorers, the Gulf Stream has 
been the key to navigation along 
the sea lanes leading north from 
the Gulf of Mexico, the National 
Geographic Society says. Knowing 
how to follow’ or avoid the great 
current can still mean a difference 
of hours or days in a ship’s pass­ 
age. 
Voluntarily cooperating in the 
Navy’s study, the group of private 
tankers found 
the 
Gulf 
Stream 
flowing in one place in summer, 
another in winter. 
Its force is 
strongest in Ju ne and July, weak­ 
est in October 
and 
November. 
Seas are normally higher in the 
Stream than to either side. 
Ship captains are advised to hug 
the Gulf Stream, paralleling the 
coast along carefully charted sea­ 
sonal tracks, on their way north 
from the 
Gulf. 
Returning, 
the 
best course — except in 
stormy 
weather—is a straight line far out 
to sea that avoids the breasting 
current, the Navy says.

explains the “let me alone” move­ 
ment which the government

Peace is not a gift of God, Sec­ 
retary Hallstein contends. Rather, 
he**avs, there must be a perman­ 
ent effort to keep it.

Escape to freedom: Witnessing 
the escape of a 15-year-old girl 
from the Soviet zone of Germany 
was one

experiences

i of 50 editors through Europe and 
the Middle East.

place 
in 
March, 1950, when Wick attend­ 


ed the fair in Leipzig, 80 miles in­ 
side the Soviet zone. Buying 
a 
ticket on the 
Leipzig-Frankturt 
train, Wick asked for first class 
accommodations, but 
the 
ticket 
seller in Leipzig explained bit­ 
terly, “All our 
good cars 
have 
been stolen by the Russians.” 
Wick then bought a second class 
ticket which was supposed to give 
him a cloth-covered 
seat 
in 
a 
compartment with no more 
than 
five companions. But others jam ­ 
med into the train an hour ahead 
of time. He was 
forced 
into a 
third class compartment, packing 
eight into the same 
amount of 
space. 
Third class seats 
are 
wooden 
and the back is upright, not even 
comfortable in the daytime. Eight 
persons “slept” that way through 
the night. 
The Leipzig train to Frankfurt 
took 12 hours. The run could have 
been made in four hours on a fast 
train in the States. The cars were 
aged. The roadbed was 
in 
such 
condition that the train, the fast­ 
est between the two cities, had to 
travel a 15 miles an hour. 
All the people in the compart­ 
ment were 
“auslaenders” 
(for­ 
eigners. non-Germans) except the 
15-year-old girl 
opposite 
Wick. 
She seemed terribly nervous. Fin­ 
ally, he asked if there was any­ 
thing he could do. 
She 
cried 
“no” in a tone that pleaded for 
no further 
questions. 
However, 
once the train had safely crossed 
the Soviet-German 
border, 
she 
burst into joy. She whispered to 
Wick, “I have escaped!” Then she 
told her story. 
She was 
traveling 
on 
forged 
papers, listing her as the daugh­ 
ter of one of the West 
German 
buyers at the fair. 
Her 
apparel 
was 
intended 
to 
suggest 
that 
status. To all appearance, she was 
traveling alone. 
However, 
every time 
Russian 
or East 
German 
soldiers 
went 
through the car, a man passed by 
and looked in. He was her friend 
and sponsor, the one who had ar 
ranged the forged papers. But it 
had been agreed that there was 
never to be any sign of recog­ 
nition. If she was arrested, 
she 
would be on her own. He would 
go on to Frankfurt to consider the 
next move—if any. 
When the train reached Frank­ 
fort, 
she 
rushed 
to 
an 
open 
window. Wick rushed to the next. 
Her mother was dressed in shab­ 
biest clothes. Wick saw the proof 
of what the girl had told 
him— 
that every cent the family could 
raise had been used to buy the 
daughter’s way 
out, 
including 
good enough looking clothing to 
prove that her father was a pros­ 
perous merchant. 
Says Wick: “I won’t attem pt to 
discuss the unforgettable meeting 
between mother and daughter, the 
cries of joy, the tears.”

In the case of

O’Dwyer 
there could have been no better 
choice of emissary to the sunny 
land political refugees love. I was 
down in Bill’s bailiwick recently, 
and the people adore 
him. 
The 
Mexicans love him and the grin­ 
gos who do business there love 
him. He speaks the language and 
leaves the embassy doors open to 
the local and he goes to the bull­ 
fights. His charming missus is al­ 
so a fine advertisem ent for the 
U. S. A., unlike some of the State 
Department wives elsewhere who 
get loaded and hurl the cat at the 
customers. 
If I were Mr. Trum an and I 
were scribbling in the book before 
I say my now-I-lay-m es, I would 
have spent a lot of time explain­ 
ing the logic behind O’Dwyer, and 
then I would have jotted a few 
more lines on Maj.
